Federal Judge John Sirica, in handling 
the difficult and intricate facets of the 
Watergate case, emboldened many 
judges, both appointed and elected; to 
test the barriers of judicial limits. 

An editorial in: Trial Magazine, says: 

“Justice is an ideal, not an actuality. 
We strive for it but don't always attain it. 
Our quest for justice occurs in a fragile 
trial. system which must delicately 
balance the rights of all. Any factor 
which upsets this delicate instrument, the 
trial, upsets justice itself.—- 

“Over this sensitive proceeding called 
the trial there presides a judge whose 
knowledge, “skill, and fair conduct—or 
lack of it—will accomplish or destroy the 
fair trail. The parties are at the mercy of 
the judge's own sensitivity, prejudices 
and predilections. It cannot be doubted 
that juries usually regard the trial judge 
& exalted and infallible. They scan his 
words and facial expressions for clues to 
his thinking on_issues_of-fact,In-con- 

a soanoe, the trial judge is a prime factor 
in influencing the jury and its verdict.”

In thousands of other cases, from 
justice of the peace courts to the U. S. 
Supreme Court, the rights of Negroes 
have suffered from judicial racism. 

We cannot overlook, however, the fact, 
that some courts, mostly federal, have 
also, by courageous decisions, done 
much to liberate the Negro from Con- 


- Stitutional injustices. Were it not for some 


of these decisions, the civil rights move- 
ment would have been stalled in its 
tracks racist lice and_ sheriffs’ 
goons. e of the most notorious 
attempts at this, was “Bull Conner of 
Birmingham. 

it is important then, that judges in all of 
our courts, r t the authority they 
have, while, at the same time not going 
beyond the limits of the court's authority. 

At the election level, Negroes as 
voters, can. play an important part in 
taising the level of respect for our judges 


by electing men and women who have = 


the training and capacity to be impartial 
and fair. 

In the meantime, judges must 
remember that they are not infallible, nor 
are they God. 


Beware Of Establishment 


Having seen what the establishment 
did to the late Harlem Congressman 
Adam Clayton Powell, and how it con- 
stantly attempts to smear and discredit 
black public officials at the dropping of a 
hat, it would behoove all blacks in 
responsible positions to strive intensively 
to keep their houses in order. 

This thought came to mind last week 
when a Columbus daily newspaper 
carried a story reporting that State Rep. 
Phale 0. Hale (0-Columbus) “could not 
satisfactory. answer question on a_ bill” 
during a floor debate. 

When the bill came up again before the 

House Finance Committee ata later date, 
__ the daily noted that Hale “couldn't an- 
swer questions on the bill at all. He was 
absent when the bill came up at a House 
Finance Committee.” 
_. The article further pointed out that the 
bill was on the House floor last week, 
but when Hale could not adequately ex- 
plain it, the bill was sent to the finance 
committee. 

Hale is black. 

Admittedly, Hale, as the dean of the 
House Democratic delegation and the 
sponsor, or floor manager of the bill, 
should have been prepared to explain its

SURGICAL STAPLERS - Although 
Americans may complain about the 
assembly-line aspects of modern 
medicine, as well as its costs, it is 
precisely the fren& ‘toward’ ‘medical 
mechanization” that offers one of the best 
hopes for keeping costs down without 
reducing the quality of care. 

The operating room, one of the hardest 
pressed areas of the hospital, has been 
successfully turning to automatic devices 
and disposable supplies, Throwaway 
needies and syringes are replacing 
reusables that require expensive labor to 
clean and resterilize and many hospitals 
are also switching to disposable scrub 
units. and surgical drapery, which 
substantially reduces laundering 
expenses. 

The electric cautery, now widely 
accepted, cuts operating time and 
eliminates the use of dozens of expensive 
sutures. And where suturing is necessary, 
the surgical stapler has emerged as 
probably the most—significant time and 
cost saver. 

Surgical stapling instruments stitch 
automatically using tiny stainless steel 
staples. A surgeon can simultaneously 
place the equivalent of 66 silk sutures with 
one application, reducing operating time 
by as much as 50 percent. 

The use of surgical staples is increasing 
rapidly. United States Surgical 
Corporation estimates that more than one- 
and-a-half million patients have been 
“stapled” since it introduced its Auto- 
Suture surgical stapling line In 1967. 


BLACK MALES DEVELOPING MORE 
CANCERS THAN WHITES: Black males 
are developing more cancers than whites 
and their survival rates are poorer, accor- 
ding to a new analysis of cancer 
statistics. The figures showed that the 
cancer rates for black males jumped 36 
percent between 1947 and 1 while the 
rates. of cancer developing in white 
males increased 6.7 percent in the same 
period. Cancer in women of both races 
dropped by 13 to 15 percent. 

The report, published in a Journal of 
the American Cancer Society, said the 
rise in cancer incidence rates in black

cancers of the lung, colon-rectum, 
prostate and esophagus. 

Herbert Seidman, chief of Statistical 
Analysis for thé Cancer Society, said part 
of the reason black males have been 
developing more cancers probably can 
be attributed to exposure to extra en- 
vironmental factors. Also apparent, the 
report said, is that cancer is diagnosed 
earlier in whites than in blacks. 

Early diagnosis and treatment in- 
creases survival rates. The overall five- 
year survival rate was 31 percent for 
white males and 21 percent for black 
males. In women, the survival rate for all 
cancers was 47 percent in white and 37 
percent in blacks. 

The statistics showed that cancer rates 
in black males were lower in 1947 than in 
whites, with 282 cases per 100,000 in 
white males and 248 cases per 100,000 in 
black males. In 1969, 301 cancer cases 
were being reported in the same 
population size for-white males and-337 
for black males. 


NEW TEST FOR CANCER REPOR- 
TED: A blood test has been developed 
that appears to have a success rate of at 
least 88 percent in detecting cancer. It 
was developed in part by Dr. Arnold E: 
Powell, an immunologist who is an 
associate professor of chemistry at Case 
Western Reserve University. He cautions 
that the test is far from being used 
routinely, but said it could become part 
of regular physical examinations in 10 
years or less. 

The research, involving 104 patients, 
from five to 80 years old, followed studies 
by Drs. Karl and Ingegerd Hellstrom of 
the University of Washington and William 
Halliday of Melbourne, Australia. 

The tests, which take a full day and 
cost about $90, involve exposing a 
patient’s lymphocytes, or infection- 
fighting cells, to cancer tumor extracts. If 
the patient has a particular type of can- 
cer and the extract for that type is ex- 
posed to the lymphocytes, the tym- 
phocytes change and their tendency to 
stick to glass surfaces diminishes, accor-

Twitching Colonialism 


Southwest African People's Organization, 
the dominant black political group, 
rejected partition and demanded complete 
independence. 

The economic stakes in Angola, as in 
the rest of Africa, are high. For centuries 
the riches of Africa have been drained off 
by European powers, and of course, 
Western Europeans are still the most 
beloved of the world's people by white 
America. 

Now if the triumphant Angolan leaders 
can just come to terms with each other,

Even the surly South Africans, who have 
most to fear from an_ unfriendly 
government in independent Angola, have 
decided to withdraw its troops from 
Soutfiérn Angola, and hold them in 
readiness against any new threat that may 
develop once the winning faction has set 
up a government, which they are in the 
process of doing. 

They already have recognition from the 
Organization of African Unity, and other 
western countries, including Britain, 
France and their former colonial masters, 
Portugal have hinted that they will follow

*Pupils Rights Bill Wins 

The Ohio Senate passed a bill last week that brings 
Ohio public schools in line with a ruling of the U.S. 
Supreme Caurt. The measure, which was previously 

by the House, establishes new procedures 
forthe suspension or expulsion of public school 
students, 

Sen. William F. Bowen, (D-Cincinnati), who led the 
fight for the bill, (HB 421), said the passage of the 
measure was necessary to bring Ohio faw into 
compliance with due process requirement of the U.S.

As Bowen and Jackson pointed out, passage of the

Pointing out that teachers are edgy and students 
are belligerent, Walker sald that “gradually the rights 
of school officials to prescribe discipline in and 
around school bulidings, has become eroded to a 
point now that some students feel that they are 

leged to do as they please. Being taught by the 
rule of the hickory stick, is an outmoded 
anachronism,” he observed in part. 

The bill establishes a hearing procedure for 
students suspended for up to 10 days or expelled, It 
rules that students must be notified in writing of the 
Intention of official to suspend or expel them and 
reasons for it. A student would be permitted to

iffirmative Action 
And The Ivory Tower 


Long under attack for their supposed liberalism, 
many colleges and universities are loudly protesting 
the need to initiate affirmative action programs to 
employ more women and more blacks and other 
minorities. 

Large corporations have instituted affirmative 
action programs and some of the most rigid unions 
are showing more flexibility, but while some univer- 
sities have given in, others are still screaming about 
the terrible things that will happen to them if they 
have to hire more blacks and more women. 

From the way some of them carry on, one would 
think that Washington has placed an FBI man in every 
college administrator's office to force him to hire 
minorities. Actually though, the proportion of blacks 
and women faculty has barely changed over the last 
five years — it's still less than three percent for blacks 
and 20 percent for women. 

vl ee saan of the college community recently- 
pent a lot of time and effort to try to get the govern- 
ment-to ease affirmative action standards as. they 
relate to higher education. They failed, but their state- 
ments of good intentions would be more believable if 
that same time and energy were spent trying to 
recruit minorities for ac ic and administrative 
jobs on campus. 

Colleges and universities are not exempt from legal 
requirements for fair hiring applicable to other major 
government contractors. get billions in federal 
grants and contracts and there's just no excuse for 
the failure to show progress in minority employment 
after all these years. 

Universities often — that there aren't enough 
“qualified" blacks and that affirmative action pro- 
grams mean weakening the so-called merit system. 

One would expect stronger arguments from intell- 
ectuals. As Stephen Horn, President of California 
State University has recently stated, “Universities 
cannot simply plead that the supply of qualified 
minorities and women is not avaitable when they have 
a major nsibillty to provide that supply." And he 

ints out that while one out of every eight doctorates 
s held by a woman only one of every fifty full pro- 
fessorships is held by a woman. 

The so-called merit system is a scarecrow designed 
to frighten off serious attempts to correct dis- 
criminatory practices. Hiring is still done through the 
old-boy network of recommendations by high ranking 
professors, and while many schools say the minority 
pool is limited because of fewer PhDs, some forty per- 
cent of all faculty members don't have a PhD. 

When_fair_ emp _laws. first were passed we 
heard the same story, the merit system would be 
weakened. Civil servants wouldn't be as capable, and

|.see by newspapers that 
prostitution will probably 
be on the move again. The 
police department isnot 
meeting with success in 
evaporating it from the city 
altogether. it~ canbe 
predicted that it will never 
be eradicated,-for.it is the 
oldest practice of the 
human race with a history 
of 5,000 years. or.more. 

The picture in the black 

world of the city for many 
years had its setting on the 
old Mt. Vernon Ave, when 
it was the great white way 
of the near Eastside. There 
was no. girl panhandling 
but it was there. 
__The action probably took 
up resicence arer ne 
police had succeeded in 
closing. the houses of 
prostitution along Front St. 
in the early 1900's. The 
closing of the houses and 
taking business away from 
the Madams of the day 
probably was the biggest 
mistake the police made, 
for those houses kept the 
action in one~contined 
area instead of smearing 
other sections of the city 
with_it..But the enforcers 
never seem to think of the 
aftermath of the eradica- 
tion action. 

The prostitution action, 
which was never very open 
on the old Mt. Vernon Ave., 
took up a conspicuous 
abode on Long St. in “the 
Block” in the late 50's and 
through the 60's. Now the 
“block".of Long was never 
an abode for angelic hosts, 
for there were eight legal 
licensed liquor joints 
operating in a one block 
stretch in-the’ late 40's. tn 
the late 50's prostitution 
became bold as gay blades 
were.-circling._the area 
looking for—a gal andthe 
gais were running out to 
passing cars seeking a 
sale. : : 

This writer was not 
critical, knowing social 
history pages are full of 
such action. It got pretty 
open and the CALL & 
POST protested to the city 
administration which 
jokingly responded by 
assigning 10 to 20 police 
officers to walk the one 
city block in pairs to 


enpinnin Prostitution — an 
action. that could have 


been performed by two 
sincere police officers not 
looking for a pay off. The 
police concentration was a 
farce — but that was the 
way city fathers looked at 
black belt problems. 

The prostitution action 
began to fester Oak St. and 
got over to Main St. where 
bars were serving 
customers. These were all 
colored bars. The action 
was not confined to black 
women nor in black neigh- 
borhoods. Bars were full of 
white. bar-flies - another 
way of putting it ... and 
many hotel belihops have 
had a call girl list. 


The State linuor denart. 


ment is getting into the act 
of driving the prostitutes 
out of town, better to say, 
away from bars in the High 
St. area. Depend on it, five, 
10 and many years forward 
the action will be 
somewhere with no 
apologies to moral 
thinking, nature requires it 
that way. 

It can bé safely conjec- 
tured that closing up the 
bars on the near center 
town-area where free love 
girls congregate will result 
in a migration elsewhere 
and the police will have to 
think. up ways. of 
eradication. from the new 
abodes. Up to the mid-40's 
there were many gambling 
dives in the near Eastside 
and the police ran them 
out of existence. The town 


was clean--clean?: 
Remember the poker 
parties in which residents 
would have many guests 
on. Friday ~and - Saturday 
nights sitting around gam- 
bling tables, as hosts cut 
the games? The_ police 
merely succeeded in run- 
ning gamblers out of dives 
— where the action should 
have-stayed — into homes 
where-the-chiidren-earned 
all about the action. 


The police call tor 
tougher laws have been 
enacted often but have 
scared nobody. So much 
iNegal action hangs 
around inspite of tough 
laws, A fellow told me he
